Responsibilities of a resi- 
dence hall director are varied. 
Miss Biedenbender says that 
an important part of her job is 
communicating between stu- 
dents in her dorm and the 
student services office. “l am 
available for personal counsel- 
ing also,” adds Miss Bieden- 
bender. “Although the hall 
directors are not disdnlinarians. 


The problem, he adds, is 
what to do to reduce drug 
consumption. He suggests 
that efforts be made to edu- 
cate students regarding the 
dangers of drug abuse with a 
viewpoint toward persuading 
the student who is using 
drugs that it is more intelligent 
not to use them.' 

Has the drug problem on 
this campus decreased? “There 
has been a substantial decrease 
in the negative effects of 
drug abuse; for example, one 
chief indicator is that the 
amount of vandalism has de- 
clined,” comments Father 
Froelich. “I would say that 
vandalism has been dramati- 
cally reduced from a year ago 
at this time.” 

Froelich attributes the van- 
dalism drop to “the good will 
of the students, who are re- 
sponding to what 1 consider 
a realistic approach to ridding 
themselves of drug abuse.” 

Don Utterback, chief of 
security at Saint Joseph’s, 
concurs with Father Froelich 
that there is a significant use 
of marijuana on campus. 

“There isn’t much that we 
can do in the enforcement of 
drug laws at Saint Joe because 
we first need evidence to 
convict anyone of having or 
using drugs, and this evidence 
is very hard to come by,” 
explains Utterback. 

One upperclassman spoke 
to this reporter and termed 
the use of (hugs on this cam- 
pus “conunon. In the dorms 
it is quite common to smell 
marijuana in use. During 
mixers, it’s not surprising to 
see someone use marijuana; 
in the hallways of the dorms.
